Nursing ban 
on woman in 
carjacking 

A PAEDRIATRIC nurse who 
was jailed after joining two 
brothers in a car jacking spree 
has been banned from working 
in healthcare. 

Nahida Parveen, aged 24, of 
Pepperbox Drive, Tipton, was 
sentenced to five years in jail in 
2009 after admitting a string of 
offences at Stafford Crown 
Court. 

The university-trained nurse 
admitted robbery, attempted 
robbery and possession of an 
imitation firearm while commit¬ 
ting a crime and doing an act 
tending and intended to pervert 
the course of justice. 

Parveen joined Dudley broth¬ 
ers Sarfaraz and Shahbaz 
Hussain in two raids on car 
drivers in 2008. Her sentence 
was cut to four years and three 
months by appeal judges in 
June this year. 

Now the Nursing and Mid¬ 
wifery Council has banned her 
from ever working as a nurse 
again.

SURGERIES NOW 
OPEN WEEKENDS 


M ORE than three quar¬ 
ters of GPs in Dudley 
are now offering 
evening and weekend appoint¬ 
ments, health chiefs have 
said. 

Some 42 out of 54 GP practices now 
offer extended opening hours, 
according to Dudley NHS. 

The increase is part of a long-running 
attempt to make doctors more accessible to 
people who may find it a struggle to get to a 
surgery in normal working hours. 


As a result doctors surgeries across Dudley 
are now opening into the evenings, weekends 
and even early mornings in an attempt to help 
those who can’t get to a surgery during 
working hours. 

NHS Dudley chief executive Sarah Dugan 
said: “In the Dudley borough 78 per cent of GP 
practices offer extended opening hours, 
ranging from early morning sessions, evening 
sessions and appointments being available at 
weekends. 

Success 

“Local people can get appointments at the 
Dudley Borough Walk-in centre based at 
Holly Hall from 8am-8pm,seven days per 
week. 


“This service has proved a great success 
with more than 22,000 people benefitting 
from the facility during 2009/10.” 

Among the GP practices opening longer is 
Woodsetton Medical Centre where patients 
can see a doctor between 6.30pm and 8pm on 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings. 

St James’s Medical Practice in Malthouse 
Drive, Dudley, opens between 7.35am and 
8am on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursdays 
as well as between 6.30pm and 8pm on 
Mondays. Wordsley Green Health Centre in 
Stourbridge also opens between 6.30pm and 
8pm on Monday, Tuesday and Thursdays as 
well as between 7am and 8am on a Tuesday 
and Friday. 


‘Dorito’ UFO sighting 

A TRIANGULAR UFO dubbed the Dudley Dorito has 
been seen again in the skies over the Black Country. 

Quality inspector Munesh Mistry, aged 21, spotted the 
triangular-shaped object over his home in Andrew Road, 
Tipton, at around 10.15pm on Sunday.

Mr Mistry, who was with his friend Neil Martin, 21, who 
lives in nearby Wells Close, said: “Me and my closest friend 
saw an amazing fast-moving and silent craft in the shape 
of a triangle made up of what appeared to be three lights 
fly across the sky at a mind boggling speed.” 
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Cameras 
on roads 
are fake 
say police 


ALMOST one in three 
speed cameras in the 
West Midlands is a 
dummy and does not 
catch speeding drivers, it 
has been revealed. 

Official police figures 
show that out of 304 speed 
cameras in the Black 
Country, Birmingham, 
Coventry and Solihull there 
are 89 which are “effectively 
housings”. 

Sandwell has the largest 
number of dummy “white 
sites” with 23 out of 57 
cameras. Walsall has 18 
dummies out of 48 cameras 
while in Dudley it is 15 out 
of 40, and Wolverhampton 
has four out of 40. 

Chief Constable Chris 
Sims said they have “no 
enforcement activity” and 
added: “They represent 
sites where road engineer¬ 
ing or other changes have 
removed the need to 
enforce.” 

Resources 

The 304 speed cameras 
are divided into red, amber, 
green and white sites 
depending on the number of 
injuries over three years 
and the number of offences 
detected by a camera. 

Peter Francis, West Mid¬ 
lands Road Safety Partner¬ 
ship programme manager, 
said in a report that repair¬ 
ing cameras and equipment 
damaged by vandals “may 
not be possible”. 

The cost of wet film pro¬ 
cessing has been increasing 
and councils cannot afford 
to upgrade to digital. 

Mr Sims added: “Not all 
camera sites are in opera¬ 
tion at the same time. We 
prioritise camera resources 
among existing fixed speed 
and mobile camera sites.” 


No jail for 

growing 

cannabis 


A CANNABIS grower from 
Pensnett first tried the drug at 
the age of five, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

Richard Whittaker, aged 27, 
was caught growing two 
plants in a wardrobe when 
police smelled the drug during 
an unrelated visit. 

They also found three bags 
of the drug, Whitaker, of Tiled 
House Lane, admitted drug 
production with intent to 
supply, and possession. 

He was given a nine-month 
prison sentence, suspended 
for two years, by Judge 
Nicholas Webb. 

He was ordered to undergo 
supervision and abide by a 
curfew. _ 


Bill for blunders 
rockets to £33m 


HOSPITAL trusts across 
the West Midlands have 
paid out more than £33 
million in clinical negli¬ 
gence damages to patients 
in just three years, accord¬ 
ing to latest figures. 

Dudley Group of Hospitals 
paid out £14.2m between 
2007-2010. 

Payouts for blunders across 
the whole region rocketed 
from £8.7m in 2007-08 to 
£12.6m in 2009-10. 

Figures disclosed by the 
NHS Litigation Authority, 
which handles compensation 
payments for hospital trusts, 
show a consistent increase in 


damages claimed and settled 
by the region’s hospitals. 

Damages range from fees of 
a few thousand for “lack of 
care” to sums like £512,000 
from Mid-Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust to a patient 
left disabled through negli¬ 
gence in abdominal surgery. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham’s bill was £7.7m. 

Jessamy Kinghorn, of 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Trust, which includes 
Rowley Regis Hospital, said: 
“We have robust systems in 
place to ensure we provide 
high quality, safe services for 
the 950,000 patients that are 
treated at our hospitals.”

Theft of 
metals 
rocket 
by 69pc 

METAL thefts in Dudley 
have bucked the trend of 
decline elsewhere in the 
Black Country by rising 
sharply. 

Police figures show 
that in the past three 
months thefts have 
increased from 94 in 
August to 102 in Septem¬ 
ber to 159 in October. 

In two neighbouring 
areas the figures have 
fallen following a police 
campaign, new figures 
show. 

Recorded crime figures 
for the past three months 
show offences have fallen 
by 40 per cent in 
Sandwell, and there have 
also been month by 
month reductions 

between August and 
October in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

In Walsall there have 
been 280 incidents in 
total in the past three 
months — 76 in 

August, 111 in September 
and 93 in October. 

Wolverhampton has 
seen a fall in the number 
of lead thefts in the past 
three months. There 
were 115 in August, 89 in 
September and 63 in 
October, making a total 
of 267. 

In Sandwell there were 
132 offences of metal 
thefts in August, reduc¬ 
ing to 108 in September 
and 81 in October. 

Tipton’s Insp Dale 
Randle, said: “We have 
reduced metal related 
thefts by 40 per cent 
since we started Opera¬ 
tion Steel in July. 

“We like to think that 
correlates with the 
increased activity we 
have put in place in 
Sandwell.” 

Sick day 
toll tops 
19,000 

MORE than 19,000 sick 
days were taken by 
teachers across Dudley, 
last year. 

Leasowes Business 
and Enterprise College, 
in Kent Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, was ranked as 
having the highest total 
of teacher sickness 
absences, with 733 days. 

A spokesman for 
Dudley Council said: 
“Anyone on long-term 
sickness absence will sig¬ 
nificantly increase fig¬ 
ures for a particular 
school. The council has 
worked with schools to 
produce a robust absence 
management policy that 
is available to all 
schools.” _

Hillarys 
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Burns man tackles 
a marathon a week 



A DUDLEY man who 
suffered severe burns 
when a British Army 
tank was petrol- 
bombed in Iraq is set to 
show he has taken the 
terrible injuries in his 
stride by running 52 
marathons in a year. 

Super-fit Karl Hinett, 
aged 23, aims to complete 
the amazing feat of 
endurance by running one 
a week to raise money for 
the burns unit at Selly 
Oak Hospital, Birming¬ 
ham. 

The 23-year-old, whose 
family live in Hawthorne 
Road, Tipton, said: “I 
suppose I am a glutton for 
punishment.” 

Mr Hinett was a 
teenage private when he 
suffered 37 per cent burns 
to his hands, legs, arms 
and face during an attack 
by a mob. 

It happened during a 
tour of duty in Basra with 
the former Staffordshire 
Regiment in 2005. 

Horrifying pictures of 
the gunner and his com¬ 
rades being engulfed in 
flames as they climbed 
out of their blazing 
Warrior tank were 
screened on TV news bul¬ 
letins around the world. 

Mr Hinett, who has 
since been medically dis¬ 


charged from the Army, 
has lost count of the 
number of operations and 
skin grafts he has under¬ 
gone in the burns unit at 
Selly Oak Hospital. 

But he illustrated his 
determination to over¬ 
come the wounds by 
having the word 
“unscarred” tattooed on 
his stomach, proving that 
his spirit was not broken. 

His recovery amazed 
doctors and now he aims 
to show his gratitude for 
their medical skill by 
raising money for the hos¬ 
pital unit where he was 
treated. 

Exploring 

Mr Hinett, now living in 
Dudley, has since trained 
as a gym instructor and 
developed a love of dis¬ 
tance running after com¬ 
pleting the London 
Marathon in 2007. He 
also enjoys travelling and 
exploring. 

He explained: “The 
Army were fantastic after 
the incident but I decided 
myself and with my supe¬ 
riors that it would be best 
if I had a medical dis¬ 
charge. 

“Now I am concentrat¬ 
ing on the next stage of my 
life.”

The victims have been 
fooled into thinking the bur¬ 
glars are workmen. 

The crooks then rifle 
through their belongings 
and steal any cash and valu¬ 


ables, and now police are 
warning residents to use 
caution when answering the 
door to anyone they do not 
know. 

There were 18 distraction 
burglaries at homes of 
elderly people in the Dudley 
borough in the last three 
months. 

Cameras 

Dudley police said it was 
increasing patrols and 
trying to make people more 
aware of the dangers of cold 
callers. 

Spokeswoman Catherine 


Hickman said new technol¬ 
ogy was available to help 
protect the elderly such as 
cameras to film anyone 
standing at the door. 

Det Sgt Glenn Marriott, 
from the Sandwell and 
Dudley team of force CID, 
said: “It is upsetting that 
these men are targeting the 
homes of the elderly and are 
causing them such dis¬ 
tress.” 

“We urge people to be cau¬ 
tious when opening the door 
to strangers or unexpected 
callers at your door,” added 
DS Marriott. 


Transfers for 1,000 
town NHS workers 


THE transfer of 1,000 
staff from NHS Dudley 
to other organisations as 
part of a re-structuring 
is to begin next month. 

As part of a Government 
reshuffle of health services, 
the primary care trust for 
the borough has been 
ordered to move its staff 
who work in the community, 
doing jobs such as district 
nurses or health visiting, to 
other organisations. 

Rather than providing 
health services, in future 
the care trust will purchase 


them from other organisa¬ 
tions. 

In the first move, commu¬ 
nity dental services transfer 
to South Birmingham Com¬ 
munity Foundation Trust 
around December 1. 

Learning disabilities will 
transfer to Sandwell 
Mental Health and Social 
Care Foundation Trust by 
April 1 while adult services, 
which includes district 
nurses and audiology move 
to Dudley Group of Hospi¬ 
tals Foundation Trust. 

Children’s services, in¬ 
cluding health visiting, will 


be moving to Sandwell 
Mental Health and Social 
Care Foundation Trust. 

Child health records are 
transferring to NHS Dudley 
while the community lym- 
phodema service has 
applied to become a social 
enterprise, which would see 
staff taking on the running 
of the service themselves. 

Sarah Dugan, chief exec¬ 
utive of Dudley PCT, said: 
“This will strengthen com¬ 
munity healthcare by creat¬ 
ing closer working between 
community, hospital and 
council teams.”

Foster care link 
for six councils 


FOSTER services across 
the Midlands are to join 
forces in a bid to save 
millions of pounds on 
private agencies. 

Council leaders in Dudley 
have agreed to sign up to a 
single department with 
Telford, Walsall, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Sandwell and 
Staffordshire to contract 
out foster care to agencies. 

Dudley spends around £4 
million a year on private 
agencies. Cabinet member 
for children’s services Coun¬ 
cillor Liz Walker said it was 
hoped the independent com¬ 
panies would offer “bulk 
buy” discounts, saving each 


council between £440,000 
and £720,000 a year.

Ex-Police Community 
Support Officer Scott 
Marsh, aged 25, of Wesley 
Court, Cradley Heath, 
carried out the “sickening 
attack” on his American 
bulldog Sasha in June. 

He has been banned from 
owning a pet for seven 
years after admitting 
animal cruelty. 

Marsh was captured on 
CCTV in the lift at the block 
of flats where he lived, 
kicking Sasha, Warley 
Magistrates heard.

images show March enter 
the lift with the pet, before 
kicking her in the head. 

He pulls the lead and 
kicks Sasha in the body. 

The dog appears to 
writhe around in pain on 
the floor of the lift.

Marsh again tugs the 
lead, before kicking the dog 
in the head again. 

He then drags Sasha to 
her feet as the lift doors 
open. 

The court heard how the 
dog appeared to urinate in 
the lift out of fear. 

RSPCA prosecutor Nick 
Sutton told the court Marsh 


admitted the matter when 
he was interviewed. 

Marsh told police he was 
drunk at the time. 

His defence solicitor Mr 
Parminder Hayre told the 
court Marsh had been going 
through personal problems 
following a break-up with 
his partner. 

He had also lost his 
dream job as a PSCO. 

Marsh was given a 12- 
month community order 
and ordered to pay costs of 
£992 .He must also carry 
out 80 hours of unpaid 
work.

COMPENSATION will not be 
given out to traders who lost cus¬ 
tomers and trade during a £3 
million roadworks scheme. 

Shopkeepers whose businesses are near 
Reddal Hill Road and Upper High Street, in 
Cradley Heath, said takings had halved 
three weeks into a 15-month project to 
widen the carriageway and ease congestion 
in the area. Major routes along the A4100 
are becoming one-way as part of the works. 

Traders say bus services were disrupted 
and shoppers were driven away. But their 
compensation plea has been rejected with 
Sandwell Council bosses saying the work 
had to be carried out for everyone’s benefit. 


Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s 
transport boss, said: “We are sorry to hear 
of any inconvenience traders are experienc¬ 
ing. 

“Under the law there is no obligation for 
councils to pay out compensation for loss of 
trade due to repairs to the roads because we 
simply have to repair and improve them for 
everybody’s use.

“If we had to factor in compensation 
claims for loss of trade for all big projects, 
they just wouldn’t happen for fear it could 
cost the council a lot of money in payouts - 
so the law makes provision to say we do not 
pay out compensation for any loss of trade. 

“We have undertaken a 
lot of consultation with the 
traders and residents, 
including posters, letters, 
brochures, exhibitions, dis¬ 
cussions and questionnaires 
since February last year. 

“This is a major project to 
improve the roads in 
Cradley Heath and hope¬ 
fully all businesses will reap 
the benefits.” 

Stephen Pitts, of Teet 
Shirts, who said the shop 
was down £1,000 in takings 
in one week, said: “I am 
absolutely gobsmacked.

A NATIONAL summit 
due to be held in Sandwell 
to discuss the scrapping 
of millions of pounds 
worth of schools rebuild¬ 
ing projects has been 
shelved. 

Council bosses have put 
the summit on ice as the 
authority waits to find out 
whether it will receive any of 
the £15 billion of capital 
funding for schools promised 
by the Government. 

The conference was set to 
debate the scrapping of 
Building Schools for the 
Future funding and was due 


to host other councils from 
across the country. It was 
originally scheduled to take 
place in September. 

However, the council is 
holding fire as awaits Gov¬ 
ernment announcements on 
funds it may receive. 

Resurrected 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said: “People 
are still up in the air with 
what’s going to be happening 
with the capital programme 
so we have decided to post¬ 
pone the seminar.” 

But he said the plan could 
be resurrected after funding 


had been allocated. He said: 
“I am waiting with baited 
breath for that announce¬ 
ment and I am hoping it 
comes very soon.” 

The council is seeking a 
judicial review after nine 
borough schools lost £138 
million under cuts to the 
Building Schools for the 
Future scheme but has been 
warned the cost of legal 
action could run into hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of 
pounds.

Jail for men arrested 
with cannabis plants 


TWO MEN have been jailed for being 
involved in a cannabis factory at Dudley 
where up to £22,000-worth of the drug 
was being grown. 

Merrik Chahal, aged 24, of Northway, 
Sedgley, and Arvinder Bains, aged 27, of 
Sutherland Road, Goldthorn Park, Wolver¬ 
hampton, were found by police in the house 
in St Mark’s Road, Dudley. 

Bains,was given 30 months jail at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last Monday, 
after admitting cultivation of cannabis. 

Chahal was sentenced to 16 months in 
prison for being concerned in the supply of 
cannabis, which he admitted. 

Both were sentenced for possession with 
intent to supply the drug. A total of 2.26kg 


of cannabis was seized by police, including 
194 plants. If sold in small portions, it 
would have fetched £15,000 to £22,512, 
said Kate Thomas, prosecuting. 

Bains, whose name was on the tenancy 
agreement, was blackmailed to pay off a 
debt, the court heard. Chahal said he made 
no personal gain. 

University 

When police raided the Dudley houses on 
October 7, 2009, both men were inside. 

Oliver Wallhouse, defending, said Bains 
was caught while others “higher up the 
chain” had escaped. 

Chahal left a Wolverhampton University 
building surveyor course as his father fell 
ill and later died, the court heard. 


Baby P’s 
tragedy 
adds to 
caseload 


ALMOST 2,000 young¬ 
sters have been referred 
to Sandwell children’s 
social services in just five 
months. 

According to latest 
figures there were 1,915 
referrals made to Sandwell 
Council between April and 
September. 

A massive rise in the 
number of borough children 
being taken into care is 
costing the council millions 
more than budgeted and an 
extra £3.9 million is now 
being invested in children’s 
social care this year. 

Figures for referrals for 
the past three years show a 
year on year increase. 

Sandwell Council 

received 5,060 referrals in 
2009/10 and 3,130 were 
made in 2008/09. 

Spiralling 

The rise is believed to 
have been triggered by high 
profile child cruelty cases 
such as Baby P and seven- 
year-old Birmingham 
schoolgirl Khyra Ishaq, who 
starved to death in 2008. 

Sandwell’s finance boss, 
Councillor Steve Eling, said 
that spiralling children’s 
services costs are the single 
biggest budget pressure on 
the authority. 

The council is battling to 
make savings of £75 million 
over the next four years. 

“There is an increasing 
case-load with people being 
referred to children’s social 
care ever since Baby P.” 

Councillor Eling added 
that a shortage of foster 
carers in the borough means 
children are being housed in 
costly residential homes, 
costing the council thou¬ 
sands of pounds a week for 
each child. 


Campaign to demolish 
vandal-hit club revived 


A CAMPAIGN calling for the dem¬ 
olition of an eyesore former club¬ 
house in Stourbridge has been 
resurrected - after it was claimed 
the building is now “only fit for the 
bulldozer”. 

Stourbridge War Memorial Club, in 
Amblecote High Street, has been 
empty since 2002 and has become a 
target for vandals. 

Plans to turn the site into a restaurant 


to nothing after nearby residents raised 
concerns. Amblecote ward’s Councillor Pat 
Martin said “silence had fallen” over the 
site’s future. 

She is now asking Dudley Council offi¬ 
cers to contact owner David Fabb to see if 
there are any plans in the pipeline. 

Interior 

She is also urging them to look into the 
possibility of getting the building demol¬ 
ished, but admitted the authority’s powers 
are limited as it does not own the land. 

“This building has now reached the point 


and cabaret bar more than a year ago came where it is only fit for the bulldozer,” Coun¬ 
cillor Martin said. 

“It is a terrible waste as at 
one time it could have been 
saved and perhaps redevel¬ 
oped, but in my view it is 
beyond that now. 

Councillor Martin added: 
“It cannot remain in its 
present state for much 
longer. The building is in an 
awful condition. 

The roof of the building 
was damaged by fire a few 
years ago and no repairs 
have been made. 

Rain getting into the 
building has also taken its 
toll on its interior. 

Chris Howes, spokesman 
for Dudley Council, said: 
“We would be happy to work 
with Councillor Martin on 
any issues raised with us.” 

Owner David Fabb could 
not be contacted.

A LYE recycling firm has been fined 
£13,000 after a worker was knocked 
out by nitrogen gas. 

Steve Barnes climbed into a chute after 
an appliance for breaking down fridges 
became stuck at Overton Recycling. The 
47-year-old from Birmingham had to be 
rescued after being overcome by gas from 
the fridges. 

The Rufford Street firm admitted 
breaching regulations and was fined 
£13,000 with costs of £6,107 by Halesowen 
magistrates last week. 

Mr Barnes, from Birmingham, was 
taken to hospital on June 1 last year and 
was off work for three days. 

Assessed 

He has recovered physically, but the 
court heard that he has since suffered 
from poor sleep, mood swings and flash¬ 
backs which are only now subsiding. 

Magistrates also heard it was usual for 
workers at the firm to climb into the chute, 
used to feed fridges into the machine for 
recycling, to clear any blockages. 

An investigation by the Health and 
Safety Executive found the presence of the 
nitrogen in the chute had not been 
assessed.The company had also failed to 
carry out a suitable and sufficient risk 
assessment which would have identified 
the risk of climbing into a confined space. 

The HSE said the company should have 
had a system in place for clearing block¬ 
ages which did not require entry into the 
chute. 

Bosses at Overton Recycling pleaded 
guilty to breaching regulations. 

Executive inspector Angela Gallagher 
said: “Companies need to ensure all 
machinery and processes are properly

PARKING bans on roads across Hale¬ 
sowen have been given the thumbs up 
by councillors after they were scaled 
back following complaints. 

Halesowen Area Committee endorsed 
plans at a meeting despite traders claim¬ 
ing that their profits would be hit. Council¬ 
lors were told that double yellow lines 
outside businesses around Shell Corner 
would wipe out passing trade. 

But 11 of 15 proposed schemes were 
backed by the committee. 

Four were deferred so people who had 
signed petitions objecting to the original 
plans could submit their views on the 
revised ones. 

Stuart Taylor, owner of the Hair Care 
hairdressers, Long Lane, said: “We and 
other businesses constantly have people 
that need to park where the restrictions 
will be. If they haven’t got that facility then 
we will lose a lot of trade and that will be 
to the detriment of Shell Corner.” 

Alterations 

Some proposed no-parking zones have 
been cut and waiting restrictions planned 
for other sites including the Shell Corner 
area will be eased. The move followed con¬ 
sultation over summer when residents 
opposed schemes. 

Nine petitions against the scale of the 
original proposals went to the council with 
2,389 signatures. 

The main petitions related to Fairfield 
Drive, Narrow Lane and Long Lane. 

Alterations have been made to 10 of the 
15 schemes. These include shortening pro¬ 
posed double yellow lines for Greenhill 
Road, Woodland Road and Beechfield 
Close. Parking bays could be introduced in 
Long Lane close to businesses at Shell 
Corner.

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Riddle of survivors 
listed as war dead

MYSTERY surrounds a war memorial 
in Netherton that includes the names 
of two brothers who survived the First 
World War and lived well into their 
80s. 

The names Joseph and Wilfred Griffin 
were put on the cenotaph at Cinder Bank, 
Netherton, after the conflict but the pair, 
originally of Round Street, were among the 
survivors. How their names were added 
remains a mystery. 

Joseph Griffin’s grandson, Kevin 
Gardner, said his grandfather had not 
known the reason their names were listed 
among the town’s fallen heroes right up 
until his death at the age of 85, in 1983. 

The family lost touch with his great- 
uncle’s side, but he too is believed to have 
lived until in his 80s. 

Mr Gardner, aged 53, who lives in Aber¬ 
gavenny, south Wales, said he and his 
family visited the memorial whenever they 
could. 

His 79-year-old mother and Joseph’s 
daughter, Ida, live in Upper Gornal and his 
grandfather lived in Laurel Road, Dudley. 

Bravery 

“Although the names were added by 
mistake I am glad they are there,” he said. 

“I hope they remain there as they have 
done all these years to show their bravery 
during the conflict.” 

Mr Gardner added: * As for the reasons 
the names were put on there, I doubt we 
will ever know now. 

“It is a real mystery. I think it most likely 
they were separated from their units at 
some point during a battle. 

“They may have joined another squad 
and the original one believed them to have 
been killed which is how this happened. We 
will never know for sure.” 

Mr Gardner said his grandfather had 
fought on the Western Front during the 
1914-18 war and had been atYpres and the 
Somme, having joined up at the age of 16. 

Wilfred, his elder brother, was around 
18. 

They both fought in the Worcester Regi¬ 
ment. 

Mr Griffin worked as a miner at Bag- 
geridge Colliery, near Sedgley, until his 
retirement in 1963 at the age of 65.

We launched a petition calling for a ban 
that would give the police powers to stop 
booze being drunk in public and take 
action against people who refuse to cooper¬ 
ate. 

I want to thank local police who backed 
our campaign straight away. Sadly, the 
same could not be said for the local Conser¬ 
vative councillors. 

The police assembled the evidence and 
we took our petition to the council. Eventu¬ 
ally, the councillors came on board. 

Due to the success of our campaign the 
days of yobs in Gornal taunting the police 
and refusing to stop drinking are over. 

It’s another example of what can be 
achieved when politicians listen to the 
public and police and we all work together 
to fight for the changes needed to make our 
community a better place to live. 

It’s a shame it’s not the same story 
nationally. 

Hands up all those people who voted 
Tory because they thought it would lead to 
fewer police on our streets, softer sen¬ 
tences, criminals released early and CCTV 
schemes scrapped. 

Despite all their promises, that’s exactly 
what the Conservatives have done in their 
first six months.

That might sound like a technical 
change, but the RPI has been more gener¬ 
ous and the change will cost war widows 
thousands. 

It means service pensions and the 
annual Guaranteed Income Payment *—» 
introduced by Labour in 2005 to service¬ 
men and women who have been badly 
injured or to their spouses if they die — will 
also be cut. 

The Forces Pension Society said a corpo¬ 
ral who loses both legs in a bomb blast 
would miss out on about half a million 
pounds in pension and benefit-related pay¬ 
ments. 

A 34-year-old wife of a staff sergeant 
killed in Afghanistan would lose almost 
three quarters of a million pounds over the 
course of her lifetime. 

No wonder Major-General John Moore- 
Bick, its General Secretary, accused the 
government of “not looking after their 
people.” He said: “The Prime Minister does 
not understand the Armed Forces. When 
they talk about the military covenant it is 
all completely hollow.”

Sick notes nurse 
cleared of fraud

AN NHS worker who worked at a hos¬ 
pital in Dudley while receiving sick¬ 
ness benefit from one in 
Wolverhampton has been cleared of a 
fraud charge. 

Operating department practitioner 
Michelle Jukes, aged 56, took time off work 
from Wolverhampton’s New Cross Hospital 
in 2006 after being diagnosed with der¬ 
matitis which affected her hands. 

But she worked two shifts a week at 
Bushey Fields Hospital, in Dudley, from 
that time up to April 2008, while claiming 
sickness payments from New Cross, Wol¬ 


verhampton Magistrates’ Court were told. 

She pleaded not guilty to providing false 
information and the case against her was 
thrown out by District Judge Graham 
Wilkinson. 

He told her she was entitled to work at 
psychiatric hospital Bushey Fields because 
it was a non-clinical environment, whereas 
New Cross was clinical. Ms Jukes did not 
tell her colleagues at New Cross that she 
was working at Bushey Fields. 

Her manager at New Cross, Mike 
Clancy,, told the court: “We had to get day 
staff in to cover the needs, which was an 


extra cost. When you are off sick, you are 
sick. I would not expect her to be working 
when she was off sick.” 

Ms Jukes, who worked full-time at New 
Cross and was responsible for putting drips 
into patients and inserting needles, told 
the court: “When I saw the director at New 
Cross, he said that it would be okay for me 
to work in a non-clinical area. Bushey 
Fields is very much non-clinical.” 

Judge Wilkinson told Ms Jukes, of Vale 
Street, Upper Gornal: “It’s unfortunate 
this prosecution was ever brought. You 
leave without a blemish on your character.”

Come Dine With Me: 

The Tasty Bits (15) 

The dinner party show has become cult 
viewing for many and however outra¬ 
geous the behaviour of the guests - 
whether members of the public or celebs 
- the real star of the show is the droll 
commentary by narrator Dave Lamb. 

This DVD features around half an hour 
of never-before-seen scenes (a little 
nudity) but they are not that shocking, the 
makers kept the best bits in. 

So we get guests getting drunk and 
falling asleep at the table or tumbling off 
their chairs, a host of culinary crimes, and 
guests so hungry they raid the kitchen to 
make their own dinner. 

As regards the celebrities, Kim Wood- 
burn, of How Clean Is Your House, gets 
spectacularly drunk on vodka,actress 
Lesley Joseph gets fits of giggles when 
her lamb dinner is a disaster and Michael 
Barrymore’s anarchic buffoonery crosses 
the line into outright vandalism. 

Collapse (Exempt) 

This thought-provoking documentary 
puts you in the company of American 
radical thinker Michael Ruppert for more 


than 80 minutes. 

Former LA policeman Ruppert reckons 
our society’s dependence on oil will bring 
ruin upon us all within a decade or so, 
and that the economic depression - 
which he seems to have predicted - is 
just the beginning. 

If you believe Ruppert, you had best 
learn to be a carpenter and farmer fast, 
because the lights are going to go out, 
money will be worthless and food is going 
to become scarce. 

It’s a talking head documentary, with 
some stock footage, in which Ruppert is 
sittin in what appears to be a bunker, 
chain-smoking and sometimes doing his 
credibility no good by bursting into tears 
or barely restraining his four-letter rage at 
the powers that rule the world. 

He also darkly hints about mysterious 
deaths in the US military and a break-in at 
his office in which his computers were 
trashed. 

Ruppert seems to take a perverse pride 
in his belief that he had been personally 
targeted by the White House during 
George W Bush’s presidency. 

He may have fascinated film maker 
Chris Smith with his apocalyptic vision 


Joan Rivers - showing her tender side 

but I remained unconvinced by Ruppert’s 
alarming predictions. However,his ideas 
are certainly interesting... and worrying. 

Joan Rivers: A Piece of Work 

(Exempt) 

This documentary of a year in the life of 
veteran queen of comedy Joan Rivers 
starts with the comedienne close-up 
without her facade of make-up. 

It makes the film’s intention clear, to 
show the real Joan. And it probably does. 

The expletive-using septuagenarian is 
revealed as a workaholic, driven by the 
fear of failure and haunted by the sense 
that comedy is second best to her true 
love, acting. 

She is also wickedly funny on stage 
and brutal in her dealing with a heckler. 

There are two very poignant scenes 
where we (apparently) see the real woman 
behind the facelifts and carefully coiffured 
hair, in a tender moment with her grand¬ 
son and when the tough cookie sobs after 
sacking a member of her team, an old 
friend, who let her down once too often. 
She still sacked him though. 

There are lots of extras on the DVD 
including interviews.

Duffy’s follow-up album Endlessly blends thenew with the old 


Duffy - Endlessly 

Snowdonia’s soul stunner 
Duffy returns with a second 
album that has an American 
sheen but finds her distinctive 
soulful croak preserved. Her new 
team includes New York hip hop 
funkers The Roots and veteran 
American songwriter Albert 
Hammond (who penned Hollies 
hit The Air That I Breathe). The 
result is an album that lives up to 
her massive hit debut Rockferry, 
blending retro elements with 
modern R&B/pop production 
techniques. The ballads Don’t 
Forsake Me and Too Hurt To 
Dance will appeal to those who 
enjoy Duffy when she’s at her 
most old fashioned and Girl finds 
the Welsh songstress in groovy 
Sandie Shaw-ish 60s mode. The 
semi-acoustic title track intro¬ 
duces a slurred bluesy edge to 
her vocal, whereas Love Struck 


and Well Well Well have a more 
contemporary pop feel. Out 
November 29. 

Nadine - Insatiable 

Often considered the best 
vocalist in Girls Aloud, Nadine 
Coyle has made a bad false start 
to her solo career with this 
weedy, bland debut album which 
doesn’t make the most of her 
voice. Even the best tracks prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t have made it onto 
Cheryl Cole’s album. 

Everything seems wrong, from 
the half-hearted warbling to odd 
moments, like when she seems 
to go missing half way through 
first track, the wanna-be club 
anthem Runnin’. Maybe she 
made a mistake by writing her 
own songs, maybe with the pro¬ 
duction team, though they 
include some people with big 
successes to their credit. But 


Insatiable should have been 
dumped and Nadine directed 
back to the drawing board. This 
is one turkey that will still be left 
in the shops at Christmas.

GOOD news was in short 
supply today for Roberto Di 
Matteo. 

His jaded-looking team were 
beaten on Saturday by a 
teenager he wanted to buy, most 
of their close rivals collected 
points and several of his key 
players woke this morning in 
remote corners of the world for 
international friendlies. 

Oh, and Albion’s ultimate bogey 
side are due in town on Saturday 
fresh from a rousing victory over 
Liverpool. 

Crumbs of comfort were thin on 
the ground for the Baggies after 
their worst weekend so far back in 
the Premier League. 

Thankfully, Di Matteo is an 
unflappable character who will 
retain a level head. 

And his team’s supporters would 
do well to take a leaf from the 
Italian’s book. 

So impressive was the Baggies’ 
flying start to their latest top-flight 
challenge, it was easy for fans to 
forget just how tough the Premier 
League can be. 

They do not have to think back too 
far, however, for a reminder. 

Two seasons ago they reached the 
equivalent stage of Tony Mowbray’s 
Premier League campaign five 
points worse off than they find them¬ 
selves now, bottom of the table with 
three 3-0 defeats and a 4-0 hammer¬ 
ing at Manchester United already 
on their record. 

They had not beaten Arsenal, or 
drawn at Manchester United. They 
had won just twice at home. 

At this juncture in 2005-06 they 
were five points short of their 
current target, too, while in the 
‘Great Escape’ season they were 
seven points adrift. 

Tempted 

All these statistics are proof, if it 
were needed, that while Saturday in 
Wigan was disappointing, it was 
hardly the calamity that certain sec¬ 
tions of the kneejerk internet 
message board and radio phone-in 
‘chatterati’ were tempted to believe. 

It’s unlikely that super-cool 
Italian Di Matteo does imperson¬ 
ations. 

But if he did he might have been 
tempted to dust off his best Michael 
Winner on Saturday even to implore 
the nervous elements of the Baggies 
fanbase to ‘calm down’. 

In fairness, the impressive travel¬ 
ling army of more than 3,000 Albion 
followers were a good deal more 
appreciative as they applauded 
their team from the field despite a 
frustrating defeat and a desperately 
disappointing game. 

As a spectacle, this game was for¬ 
tunate to make it onto Match of the 
Day before the closing credits. 

A cagey approach from both sides 
meant they landed roughly as many 
blows as found the target in the

heavyweight ‘contest’ some 20 miles 
away in Manchester. 

Yet Albion were 20 minutes and 
one moment of improved concentra¬ 
tion away from collecting a solid 
point that would have sent Di 
Matteo into international week with 
a satisfied smile. 

Such are the fine margins which 
dictate Premier League results and 
change moods and which, in truth, 
have favoured Albion at crucial 
moments earlier this season. 

The biggest frustration for Di 
Matteo and his staff came from the 
fact his team shot themselves in the 
foot with a piece if disorganisation 
after getting so much right defen¬ 
sively as their attacking players 
failed to fire over 90 minutes for the 
first time this season. 

The Latics winner arrived from an 
Albion free-kick 20 minutes from 
full-time. 

Just 15 seconds elapsed between 
Chris Brunt delivering a free-kick 
from just outside the Wigan area 
and Victor Moses beating Scott 
Carson with a clinical low shot at the 
other end. 

In that time Hendry Thomas 
cleared his lines, Nicky Shorey and 
James Morrison failed to get to grips 
with Charles N’Zogbia, the French¬ 
man recovered from a stumble and 
fed Moses, who did the rest. 

And, on a day when neither side 


gave an inch, that one Baggies slip¬ 
up was all it took to settle things. 

The first-half had delivered a com¬ 
plete lack of drama and a dearth of 
quality in crucial positions. 

Peter Odemwingie’s pace caused 
Wigan occasional problems and, 
when he rounded Ronnie Stam on 26 
minutes, he could have done more 
than pull the ball back into a vacant 
penalty area. 

And Antolin Alcaraz went closest 
for the hosts, heading over the bar 
from N’Zogbia’s corner. 

Surge 

After the interval James Morrison 
tested Ali A1 Habsi in the Wigan goal 
and the Baggies might have had a 
penalty when Odemwingie was 
fouled by Steven Caldwell. 

They got a free-kick instead, and 
A1 Habsi was not called into action. 

Moses struck, prompting a late 
surge from the Baggies that deliv¬ 
ered a couple of goalmouth scram¬ 
bles but little genuine threat. 

And that was that. 

A third defeat in four matches 
made it a frustrating weekend for Di 
Matteo, results elsewhere aggra¬ 
vated the problems and the sight of 
Stoke looming on the horizon would 
hardly have helped his mood. 

A testing week lies ahead for the 
Italian. But Baggies fans can be 
certain he won’t be panicking.

Wolves’ goals 
come too late 
to save the day 


BEING late usually carries 
some form of penalty. And, 
admirable as Wolves’ come¬ 
back was on Saturday, they 
knew there was a price to 
pay. 

Thankfully for them, it wasn’t 
hitting the bottom of the 
Premier League table. 

They were spared that psycholog¬ 
ical blow by one goal - that’s all. 
Wolves are better off than West Ham 
as the minutest goal difference kept 
them off the basement. 

But two late goals against a supe¬ 
rior Bolton side wasn’t enough to 
mask the frustration of a chance lost 
to make up ground. Or the failure to 
gain some reward for those impres¬ 
sive displays against the Premier 
League’s elite. 

Players and the manager keep 
saying it will come, that perform¬ 
ances will be rewarded by results. 

But after witnessing events on 
Saturday, it feels like waiting in the 
rain for a broken down bus that’s not 
going to come as the seven-match 
spell designated as the starting 
point for Wolves’ revival spluttered. 

And it wasn’t even as if they could 
rely on Albion to give them a favour 
as the Baggies’ third defeat in four at 
Wigan left Mick McCarthy’s side

four points from safety. As they sur¬ 
veyed the Premier League table over 
their Sunday papers, they were left 
to reflect on the errors stopping 
them flourishing before they even 
get into their stride. It was late goals 
that were costing them - now they’re 
leaking them barely before fans 
have taken their seats. 

Last Wednesday it was Marouane 
Chamakh after 37 seconds. This 
time it was Richard Stearman after 
49. 

That gave them a mountain to 
climb. It was a mountain they never 
conquered, mainly through tripping 
over themselves. 

Edginess 

Stearman has shown signs of 
maturity since replacing Jody Crad¬ 
dock. But he appeared to get all his 
angles wrong as he headed past 
Marcus Hahnemann for the opener 
which rocked Wolves on their heels. 

Under pressure from Matthew 
Taylor, the former Leicester man 
looked to be square on instead of side 
on as he tried to defend Chung-Yong 
Lee’s header back into the danger 
area after Steven Mouyokolo headed 
the winger’s initial cross away. 

Whether it was because of the dis¬ 
rupted defence - Christophe Berra 


aggravated a two-week-old knee 
injury in the warm-up to give 
Mouyokolo his Premier League 
debut for the club — is unclear. 

But it didn’t help and the edginess 
about the centre of Wolves’ defence 
was the last thing they needed 
against a forward line that went on 
to show no little finesse. 

The difficulties Wolves had in 
establishing themselves in this 
game weren’t confined to their 
defence as the midfield gave the ball 
away far too often. 

In truth they were given a lesson 
at times by Stuart Holden, who not 
only harried them out of their stride 
but was a threat when Bolton were 
in possession. 

The American went on to hammer 
what appeared to be the final nail in 
Wolves’ coffin when he sidefooted 
home to make it 3-0 in the 67th 
minute after Chung-Yong Lee and 
Kevin Davies combined to carve 
open the home defence. 

By then, Stearman and an out¬ 
standing goal from Johan Elmander 
just after the hour mark left Wolves 
on the ropes as boss Mick 
McCarthy’s plan to get at the visi¬ 
tors more by switching to 4-4-2 was 
rendered almost as useless as 
Audley Harrison’s defence in the 
third round on Saturday night. 

In fact, it seemed as if Wolves used 
their hands almost as much as Har¬ 
rison’s conqueror David Haye. 

Sylvan Ebanks-Blake was twice 
penalised for handball in the first 
half following a shot blocked by 
Gary Cahill, then when his fist made 
contact after he muscled clear and 
the ball hit the post. 

By then, just after the half hour, 
Wolves’ efforts to get back into the 
game were in full flow. 

Wasted 

Shortly after, Nenad Milijas 
forced two saves from Jussi from dis¬ 
tance before Wolves’ best player 
Matt Jarvis, who was watched by 
England boss Fabio Capello for the 
fifth time this season, wasted the 
best chance of the first half when he 
fired straight at the Bolton keeper 
after Milijas’ superb ball inside Sam 
Ricketts sent him racing clear. 

That miss probably didn’t cost him 
a place in Capello’s squad to face 
France on Wednesday. But he did 
everything in his power to make 
sure he made a favourable impres¬ 
sion in a sizzling second half. 

After Milijas signalled Wolves’ 
intentions at the start by skimming 
the bar with a chip, Jarvis provided 
the assists for both goals that at 
least made a game of it when all 
appeared lost. 

It was just a pity that the 
moments of quality were restricted 
to Kevin Foley’s sublime chip on 69 
and substitute Steven Fletcher’s 
stooping header eight minutes later. 

At 3-2, the comeback should have 
been at its zenith. 

But instead all Wolves could 
muster was a glaring miss from 
Mouyokolo, who glanced wide from 
point-blank range. 

It was too little, too late.

The hosts re-took the lead 
with another penalty, this time 
for offside. 

Yet another penalty offence 
saw Bedworth kick to touch 
and then drive over from a 
lineout 10 metres out. 

From there the scoring was 
all one-way although Kidder¬ 
minster did have their 
moments in attack without 
ever being able to convert them. 


LEAMINGTON were the 
latest victims of Dudley 
Kingswinford’s imperious 
form as they made it 10 
wins on the spin. 

Both sides threatened in the 
opening exchanges and DK 
might well have scored in the 
first minute only for the 
dreaded “White Line Fever” to 
cause the missing of simple 
opportunities.

Bressington extended 
the home advantage to 
two scores with a superb 
touchline conversion, 
before his breathtaking 
solo effort sealed the 
game. 

It began with an inter¬ 
ception in the depths of 
defence, following a 
period of sustained 
Tynedale pressure, and 
ended 90 metres later, as 
he dived over the try-line 
close to the visitors’ 
posts.
